3 P. C. Reduction In 
• Nassau; Commercial 
' Rates Upped 31 P. C. 

State Superintendent of Insur¬ 
ance Robert E. Dineen recently 
announced a downward revision of 
3 per cent in the rates for. automo¬ 
bile bodily Injury • and. property 
damage, liability insurance in’ Nas¬ 
sau County. The rate was fixed at 
$44“ for $5,000/$10,000 bodily injury 
and $5,000 property damage, a re¬ 
duction of $150. This rate Is for 
Class 1, formerly Classes A-l and 
A-2. 

However, the commercial car 
rates for Class 5-CA, was. upped by 
31 percent, from $42 to $58, or $16. 

Mr. Dineen said "Rate adjust¬ 
ments in each of the forty-six vari¬ 
ous rating territories of the state 
reflect the driving record of the 
communities concerned and the 
general level of indemnity payments 
as affected by local jury verdicts. 
Good experience means lower insur¬ 
ance rates; poor experience means 
higher rates. To state it another 
way, the community, not the insur¬ 
ance company, ultimately makes its 
own rate.” 

The revised insurance rates were 
filed by the National Bureau of 


Casualty underwriters and the Mu¬ 
tual" Insurance Rating Bureau to 
ibecome effective last Monday. Most 
companies licensed to do this busi¬ 
ness in New York State will charge 
the new. rates. . 

The .rates were accepted by. the 
New York State insurance Depart¬ 
ment on the basis of the frequency 
and severity of losses in the individ¬ 
ual rating territories involved and 
reflect the trend of accident figures 
through 1949. . The revision does 
not ’ apply to automobile fire, theft, 
collison or corriprehenslve insurance. 

Medical payments coverage: rates 
for' - private passenger. car owners 
have been decreased :$1.00 through¬ 
out the state! except in the boroughs 
of Manhattan, Bfonx and. Brooklyn. 
The favorable • experience Vof those 
insureds who have combined this 
coverage with their bodily injury 
liability coverage caused this reduc¬ 
tion.
